Rainfall: Most areas received good falls of rain during the month, with the exception of the South East, Midlands and East 
t areas. The East Coast area recorded falls 53 per cent. below the normal average. 


Temperatures: State minimum temperatures were generally above normal. 
maximum temperatures. Deloraine recorded the highest departure for the State of 3.7 degress above normal. 


: The lowest total rainfall (44 points) for 
the month was recorded at St. Marys and the highest total (1,335 points) at Lake Margaret. 


However, few areas experienced above normal 
The coldest days, 


occurred in the last week of the month when maximum temperatures were generally five to ten degrees below normal throughout 
the State. 


Crops, Pastures, &c.: Stock and pastures generally were in excellent condition. The prolific pasture growth indicated one of 
the best autumns for many years.
